THE REPUBLICAN PLATFORM, 


The following plank in the National 
Republican platform adopted at the con­ 
vention held at Minneapolis, Minn , in 
1892, on the silver question, is good 
enough for any true American to stand 
npon, it seems to us:

The old man seems to have 
hada most remarkab le career, having 
b een in the service of the old Ea» t India 
company, fought in the Crimea, b eing 
seriously wounded at the siege of Sevas­ 
topol, and afterward passed through the 
Indian mutiny. He then went to South 
Africa, where he fought against the 
Zulus and the Boers. Beforo the Trans­ 
vaal was made over to the Boerá he pur­ 
chased for £ 350 some 15,000 acres of 
)aud near the source of the Crocodile, 
b etter knowu as the Limpopo, where he 
made up his mind ultimately to settle, 
But war b roke out, and he took up arms 
against the Boers and formed ono of the 
party which held Pretoria. In 18 8 0, 
when the repub lic was declared, b e re­ 
fused to accept service under President 
Kruger, the result b eing that his land, 
P0 W estimated to b e worth many mil­ 
lions sterling, wps forfeited.—West
